ed however, to keep the players from 
gettin g into til ■ dangerous habit of 
taking shots at the goal when they 
should p iss th e ball to another play­ 
er who bas a better chance to score. 
Beside s the above, the forward must 
be able to guard well, because lie will 
run up against an opponent who car. 
get into team work and shoot goals. 
Iii ordci to be able to break up his 
guards offensive work he should have 
some w eight. 
A guard becomes more 
confident 
as 
he learns he is the 
stum bling-block to the forwards suc­ 
cess. 
The forward must be able ti 
hold It is temper. 
In many cases when 
the guard 
sees the fot wa rd

goals under reverse conditions sonic 
of -his confidence disappears, causing 
his effective play to suffer to some ex­ 
tent.

The forwards as well as all 
the other players must show “ the 
come back sp irit,” at all tini-es. 
After all is said' and done, th e im­ 
portance of a show er bath after each 
practice cannot be over-estim ated. 
Condi dates should not be discour­ 
aged when informed as to the neces­ 
sary qualifications, because a basket 
bail player is never developed in a 
w ck’n tim e. 
It requires weeks and 
weeks ot hard and industrious work. 
Practice tends to make one perfect so 
none should rely upon n ative gifts 
alone. 
A player is only one and there are 
live on the team and the team must 
win, so strive to be the part which 
performs that which is required of it. 
N ow this article does not say the 
last word in regard to the train ing of 
a basket ball team,, 
Til ere are a 
great many details which a coach can 
only learn by actual participating in 
the gam e.
